The Grady Nurses Alumnae asso- 
ciation, at its regular monthly 
meeting Wednesday afternoon, dis- 
cussed the controversy in executive 
session and at night issw2d a state- 
ment strongly defending Miss Nel- 
gon and lauding her for her loy- 
alty and efficiency. 

The organization also expressed 
regret at the resignation of Miss 
Chapman and Miss Cheshire and the 
absence of Miss Nelson from _ the 
meeting, which was held at the 
Grady nurses’ home. 

Report of Nurses. 

Th report of the nurses’ associa- 
tion, assisted by Mrs. J. F, Haw- 
thorne, press chairman, follows in 
full: 

“Ag alumnae of the Training 
School for Nurses of Grady hospil- 
tal, and vitally interested in our 
institution, we wish every one in- 
terested to know that we resent 
with indignation the unjust and un- 
true recent public accusation that 
Miss Lillian Nelson, the retiring 
superintendent of nurses is incom- 
petent, 

“At a tim3 when the hospital] and 
training school was disorganized 
and conditions were unsatisfactory 
Miss Nelson because of her loyalty 
to her alma mater was chosen as 
superintendent of nurees, and ac- 
cepted the position only after much 
of Superintendént Johnston to ¢o- 
operate with her, Through her un- 
tiring efforts and faithful work she 
raised the morale of the standard 
of the training s¢hool to the high- 
est degres of efficiency, and ,has 
proven by her most successful ad- 
ministration both her competency 


and efficinecy. i 


“That she felt empelled because, 
as gh2 stated, of lack of co-opera- 
tion on the part of the superin- 
tendent of the hospital to resign 
her position, which decision was 
reached more than two months ago, 
was to us a source of sincere re- 
gret, and now that an affort has 
been made to unjustly humiliate 
her, we feel that we would be un- 
worthy as alumnae should we fail 
to denounce as untrue and unkind 
the fales accusation, and express to 
her our sincere appreciation for her 
faithful and efficient work.

Washington, July 27.—That the 
“pellagra situation” has been great- 
ly magnified, that there is no fam- 
ine and no starvation but that there 
is an increase in the disease over 
last year which warrants the atten- 
tion of the people is the statement 
made here today by Senator W. J. 
Harris following a conference with 
officials of the United States public 
health service, originators of the 
report which has been the cause of 
protests from the entire cotton belt. 

As a result of these protests, it 
was revealed today, Surgeon Gen- 
era] Cummings has prepared an ad- 
ditional report which he will ren- 
der to the president as soon as the 
chief executive finds time to receive 
it.» Dr. Cummings would not dis- 
close the contents of the report 
prior to its delivery to President 
Harding. It is expected that the re- 
port will be carried to the white 
house by Dr. Cummings in person 
either late tonight or tomorrow 
morning. 
Officials of the public health serv- 
ice admitted today that there were 
no available figures on the status 
of pellagra in Georgia and that in 
grouping Georgia with other south- 
ern states in the original report the 
health bureau assume@ it Was red- 
monable to believe that the disease 
was on the increase there as it. is 
reported to be in neighborthg states 
from which official figures have 
been received. 

Decrease From 1015. 

It was also pointed out that 
while statistics received by the 
health service indicate an increase 
in the disease ovér the past year 
it is not nearly so widespread as it 
was in 1914 and 1915. 
Senator Harris made the follow- 
ing statement:

Increase: Of Only | 
3 Pellegra Deaths 
Shown This Year 


Telegrams of State Health 
| Officers Show No Gain’ 
in Disease. 


That only three more deaths from 
pellagra occurred in this state dur- 
ing the first six months of 1921 as 
compared to the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1920, was the announcement 
Wednesday of Dr. T. F. Abercrom- 
bie, state health bureau head. Ks 

Dr. Abercrombie stated *that in 
the first six months of 1921 a total 
of 196 deaths resulted from this dis- 
ease, as compared to 193 deaths for 
the similar period of 1920. These 
figures, he said, establish the error 
of reports recently issued by the 
federal public health service that 
Georgia and the entire cotton belt 
are in the grip of an epidemic of 
pellagra as the result of alleged 
semi-famine conditions. 

The state health leader Wednes- 
day received replies from 16 Geor- 
gia health officers to telegrams he 
sent out Tuesday asking for de- 
tails on the pellagra situation in the 
various districts. The sixteen com- 
munications, Dr. Abercrombie an- 
nounced, showed that there is no 
appreciable increase in  pellagra 
cases in the widely-scattered dis-| 
tricts represented by them, and fur- 
ther tended to disprove the reports 
of the federal health service, 


W. & A, DISCOUNT 
PLAN IS FAVORED 


Measure Would Take 
Next Five Years’ Rental 
of Road to Pay Debts of 
the State. 


After a three-hour session last 
night in which the condition of the 
state’s finances was discussed at 
length the senate appropriation 
committee recommended to pass by 
a 9 to 4 vote the house bill provid- 
ing for the discount of the next 
five year’s Tental of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad to meet the 
financial crisis that is faced by the 
state. 

A strong attack was made on the 
measure by Senators Walker, chair- 
man of.the committee, Wohlwender, 
Lassiter and Womble. All of these 
urged that the measure be killed 
and that the present obligations of. 
the state not be met in full. Sena-} 
tors Jackson and Nix Jed. for. 
adoption of the pill. 

It is claimed ‘that about $2.750;- 

000 will be realized by the state at 

once by discounting the rent for 

the next five years on the state 

road and this money is to go to meet 

unpaid appropriations for 1921. 
Urges Passage. 

In urging the passage of the bill 
it was claimed that the state has al- 
ways had good credit but that if 
she adopts any policy of putting off 
paying her obligations this credit 
will not ‘last. 

Senator Jackson declared that the 
bil would provide the necessary 
temporary relief until steps could 
be taken to meet the tax defects 
in the state. “We must meet the 
condition of owing legal debts with 
mo miney in the treasury with 
which to pay them as men and take 
the best steps to remedy it until 
permanent action can be taken. It 
is distasteful to.take the revenue 
from the rent of the state road for 
five years all at once but it must 
be done.” ! 

Senator Walker tried to get the 
committee to put off paying the 
appropriations made to various state 
institutions for 1921 and give it to 
the Confederate veterans and other 
institutions which he declared to 
be more deserving instead of pass- 
ing the W. and A. discount bill. 
He deciared that he would introduce 
a resolution in the senate in the 
next few days authorizing the gov- 
ernor to take what money is left 
in the treasury and meet the obli- 
gations due to the Confederate vet- 
erans, state asylum and common 
schools instead of paying the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and its branches 
the amount of their appropriations 
that is due but has not yet been 
drawn in full. 

Opposes Pian. 

He declared that it is wrong to 
take the rent of the state road for 
five years at one time as it will 
be needed just as eadly in each of 
these years to come. He further 
stated that the university and its 
branches could wait for the rest of 
their money.. He declared that pay- 
ment should be deferred on every 
appropriation possible. 

It was shown by statistics that 
the 1921 appropriations which were 
made by the last legislature and are 
now due amount to $8,312,424. Of 
this amount only $1,866,630 has been 
paid out by. the treasury leaving 


$6,445,793 due with no money yet 
collected to pay it, and not nearly 
enough expect to come in in taxes 
to pay it.

A de- 
termined fight to prevent the pas- 
Sage of this extraordinary tax was 
immediately outlined. 

Benefits are Outlined. 

A letter was drawn in which the 
position of the Atlanta Music Fes- 
tival association, its relations with 
the Metropolitan Opera company, 
the financial status of both or- 
ganization in so far as Georgia is 
affected, the artistic benefit that 
accrues to the whole south from 
the annual visits of the company 
were outlined. This letter will be. 
sent to every member of the leg- 
islature.

COTTON PEST WAR 
RELIEF 15 VOTED 


House Passes Joint Bill to 
Repay States for Losses 
Under. Pink Boll Worm 
Quarantine. | 


Washington, July 27.—By a vote 
of 177 to 84 the house today passed 
a joint resolution :- for relief of 
states in the cotton belt, which had 
given aid to farmers forced from 
the fields in established non-pro- 
duction cotton zones thruugh ef- 
forts to eradicate the pink boll 
worm. 

As passed by the senate the reso- 
lution provided for a fair rental 
value on cotton land on which cot- 
ton planting was prohibited, but the 
house amended it by stipulating that 
the actual and necessary loss suf- 
fered by the owner should be paid. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
in ur - enactment of relief leg- 
islation, explained in a letter pre- 
sented to the house that it was 
proposed to limit payments to $200,- 
000 out of the $554,000 appropriated 
this year for wiping out the pest. 

Would Abolish Department. 

Representative Walsh, republican, 
Massachueetts, who led the fight 
against the measure, insisted the 
states should handle their own trou- 
bles, adding that abolition of the 
department of agriculture would be 
a good thing for the farmer, just 
as abolition of the department of 
labor would be a blessing for the 
laboring man. 

Leading the fight for passage cf 
the bill, Chairman Haugen, of the 
agriculture committee, said hat

' An Educational Asset. 

“The people of Georgia know just 
how much our opera season means 
as an educational asset to our 
state. They know that it should 
be. encouraged and not made the 
objects of the pique and. prejudice 
of any member of the legislature. 
In the long run, I believe that this 
whole thing 4vill redound to our 
benefit, for it will cause the peo- 
ple oll over our commonwealth to 
know just exactly how priceless is 
the privilege that Georgia enjoys 
over every other state in the union 
with the exception of New York.” 

Another attempt was madé¢ by 
Representative Murphey M. Hollio- 
way and other members of the Ful- 
ton county delegation in the house 
Wednesday to kill this section of 
the tax bill. 

In moving for a reconsideration 
of this particular section, Mr. Holl- 
oway made a strong address, and 
was followed by Representative 
Virlyn B. Movre and Ernest G. Bent- 
ley, who attacked Mr. Lankford, of 
Toombs, for seeking to prejudice the 
minds of the legislators against the 
larger counties and cities in seek- 
ing to pass his measure. 

“It is not the opera company.” 
declared Mr. Holloway. “which will 
suffer. Caruso and the other ar- 
tists will’ go away from Atlanta 
without paying any additional tax. 
But the city and patrons of the op- 
era will be the ones to bear the 
burden. Their enterprise is be- 
ing penalized. Already they have 
to meet a deficit almost every year, 
and this tax will only increase their 
responsibility. It simply means the 
music lover of Georgia will be rob- 
bed o8 the annual season.” 

When the vote was called, his 
motion for a reconsideration was 
lost, 69 to 64. 


Mr. Mondell asserted congress was 

inaugurating a policy that was “ex- 

ceedingly harmful and dangerous.” 
Answers Attacks. 

Answering republican attacks on 
the appropriation, Representative 
Sisson, democrat, Mississippi, de- 
clared it was well for them to 
remember that a republican secre- 
tary of agriculture had adopted the 
non-planting zone system as the 
best means of suppressing the 
epread of the worm. 

“If congress, or the department 
of agriculture can find a,ycrop to 
take the place of cotton’ in the 
south,” he said, “you will render 
a great service to the people of 
that section, and they will be 
mighty glad to try it.”

Denial,of Warden J. E, Smith that 
Deputy Sheriff Thompson, of Ful- 
ton, had told him that Abe Powers 
was a bunco artist when he brought 
the prisoner to the state farm at 
} Milledgevilte; wide differences’ in 
the nature of testimony submitted 
by the warden and one of his sub- 
ordinates at the Institution; and 
Judge T. E. Patterson’s cross-exam- 
ination by Chairman Jones Perry- 
man, were the chief features of the 
second hearing Wednesday night of 
the house penitentiary committee 
on conditions at the prison. 

The other feature in the probe 
came during the afternoon when 
the senate penitentiary committee 
framed two separate reports of its 
findings at the farm. The majority 
report carried by a vote of 6 to 2, 
declared that conditions at the in- 
stitution were very good, commend- 
ing Warden Smith’s administration.

prison commission and deciared that 
conditions were extremely unsatis- 
factory. 

Testimony of Guard. 

In the investigavon at the farm, 
according to members of the house 
committee, the guard wh had 
charge of Powers at the time Ne es- 
caped, stated that he had been 
given no instructions concerning the 
prisoner, that he was not supposed, 
under the regulations, to guard 
him, and that at the time the es- 
eape occurred, Powers was alone in 
a field. 

This testimony was not in con- 
formity with Warden Smith’s state- 
ment Wednesday night. The offi-

Judge T. E. Patterson, member of 
the commission, followed Mrs. 
Springer on the stand, declaring that 
the escape of Abe Powers should 
not be considered a reflection upon 
the warden. 

“Powers was a ‘coh’ man,” 
the judge. “It wae his business to 
fool people. He got the confidence 
of big business men. He fooled the 
Fulton county authorities just as 
he deceived Wafden Smith.” 

In speaking of the transfer of 
prisoners, Judge Patterson stated 
that when official physicians ruled 
that prisoners were in poor’ physical 
condition the commission, undef the 
law, was forced to send them to the 
state farm. 

Worley’s Record. 

' He then launched into an outline 
of Arnold Worley’s record, assert- 
ing that he was afflicted with emo- 
tional insanity. He described how 
he had presented a petition of ha- 
beas corpus to Federal Judge Sib- 
ley from Worley. This move, he 
said, was denied by the judge, and 
that Worley immediately charged 
him with “framing up” to deny him 
his legal rights. The convict, he said, 
had been placed in a closed cage’ 
in order to protect him not only 
from the prisoners, but from him- 
self.

PLANS COMPLETED 
FOR GREAT PLANT 


Atlanta Ice and Coal Cor- 
poration to Build $500,- 
000 Factory in West 
End. 


It was learned Wednesday that 
the Atlantic Ice and Coal corpora- 
tion has completed plans and con- 
struction will soon begin on a new 
and modern ice plant to replace the 
plant of the company, located in 
West End at the Junction of 
Whitehall and Peters streets, and 
that a new plant at Decatur and 
one at Fort Valley also will be 
erected. 

The West End plant will be 
changed from a steam plant to one 
electrically driven and the im- 
provements, it was said, will cost 
approximately $500,000. Its output 
will be more than doubled. The 
total expenditure involved in the 
erection of the three plants will 
be near $700,000. it was stated. 
Electrical power will drive the De- 
catur plant. 

Decision of the company to ex- 
pand its production came at a time 
when its output is sufficient to en- 
able it to supply the demand at 
home and ship thousands of tons 
of ice to western cities, but an- 
ticipating the future growth of in- 
dustries that use refrigeration the 
officials considered it wise to build 
ahead of the demand, 

Will Be Last Word. 

Modern in every respect, the 
West End plant is to be the last 
work in the manufacture and stor- 
age of icg. It will be enlarged 
and equipped with the latest ma- 
chinery to make ice and greatly 
increased storage capacity will be 
arranged. The plant will cover a 
tract of four acres which the com- 
pany now owns. 

Officials were influenced in their 
decision to locate a plant at De- 
ecatur by the increase of popula- 
tion in that section. Storage 
houses alréady located have been 
found inadequate to satisfy the 
desire of the company to furnish 
its customers the best of service 
and manufacture the product at 
their door,

Effort Made to Increase 
It From Ten to Thirty 
Cents—Action Is Post- 
poned. 


Lively debate over an incroase of 
from 10 to 30 cents a ton in the 


tax on fertilizer inspection in the 
state, and the passage of a substi- 
tute bill*e which ‘will give Georgia 
a law controlling and directing the 
operation of motor vehicles in G2er- 
gia featured the Wednesday after- 
noon session of the house of rep- 
resentatives, after the morning s2s- 
sion had adopted the new general 
tax bill offered, with a few minor 
changes. The $5 tax on bachelors 
was reconsidered and defeated. 

The motor vehichs act passed by 
the house Wednesday afternoon is 
a@ re-enactment of a bill passed by 
the extraordinary session of the 
legwislature in 1915, under th2 ad- 
ministration of Governor Nat E. 
Harris, All but one section of the 
bill was declared unconstitutional, 
on account of the fact that it did 
not bear upon the reasons given by 
the governor in hig call for the 
special s2ssion. The session was 
ealled to consider taxes, and con- 
sequently only that part of the 1912 
bill dealing with license tax wags 
declared constitutional. 

Regulation of Traffic. 

Regulation of traffic on all public 
highways and streets, a maximum 
speed of 30 miles on any portion 
of the state roads, care in ascending 
and descending declines and more 
particular attention to the matter 
of passing or meeting other indi- 
viduals or vehicles in the streets 
or highways were the chief features 
of the bill passed. If this bill 
passes the s2nate, it will give Geor- 
gia its only law. concerning’ the op- 
eration of automobiles. Speedy

Leath te Use Force.

Condemns Manggement, 

Senator Fleming, in his minority 
report, first comments on alleged 
inexcusable unsanitary conditions, 
charges the food was poor and 
claims mismanagement. 

He then makes the following rec- 
ommendations:

Said prison farm, and which were 
patent to the eye of the casual 
observer: 
We find that the prison commis- 
Sion of Georgia has been both neg- 
lectful and derelict in its duty, for 
that Section 1200 of the penal code 
of Georgia reads as follows: 

“It shall be the duy “of the 
prison commission to require 
constant and thorough disinfec- 
tion of the quarters of the con- 
victs, and the observance and 
maintenance of sanitary rules 

_. and appliances.” 

“We find that the prison commis- 

sion of Georgia has failed to per- 
form its duty in compliance with 
the laws of Georgia, and we con- 
demn the members of said prison 
commission for the said dereliction 
of duty. 
“We also recommend that the 
prison commission of Georgia pay 
more attention to their duties in 
the future, because the unsanitary 
conditions, numerous charges of 
cruel treatment of the inmates of 
said prison, and the sldackness of 
the warden in charge, are a reflec- 
tion upon a civilized people, such 
as inhabit this great state of ours. 

Escape Called Unwarranted. 
“Your committee also went into 
the investigation of the unwarrant- 
ed escape of one Abe Powers, fa- 
mous throughout the confines of 
this great state as a convicted bun- 
co artist and wire tapper. Warden 
J. E. Smith admitted that. the ‘said 
Powers was made a trusty within 
ten days after his arrival at the 
prison farm. He also stated that 
he knew some days before his es- 
cape that Abe Powers was a con- 
victed ,bunco artist and wire tap- 
per. 

Warden Holderfield was also ine 
terrogated as to his connection with 
the said Abe Powers. He further 
stated to your committee that at 
the time the said Abe Powers escap- 
ed from the state prison farm he 
was in the field without a guard, 
and that the first information he re- 
ceived of the escape of said Abe 
Powers was some .forty-five min- 
utes. jater and then his information 
of the escape was received from a 
trusty. 

“The chairman of the ortenn com- 
mission, Judge R. E. Davison, also 
appeared before your committee and 
voluntarily stated that neither he 
or the other members of the prison 
commission knew that the said Abe 
Powers was an inmate of the state 
farm until after his escape. 

“Your committee condenins the 
yrison commigsion of Georgia for its 
neglect of this self-confessed dere- 
liction of-duty. Your committee also 
finds that Warden J. E. Smith was 
derelfict.in his duty and by his loose 
‘method of administration the said 
Powers was allowed to escape. We 
recommend that the prison commis- 
sion of Georgia remove said War- 
den Smith from the state farm, and 
we also condemn the prison com- 
mission of Georgia for having al- 
lowed the said J. E. Smith to act as 
warden of the prison farm after. 
the escape of the said Abe Powers, 
for that the said prison commission 
had an equal, if not better, oppor- 
tunity of ascertaining the faets that 
were gathered by your committee 
just subsequent to the escape of sald 
Abe Powers. 

“We also recommend that a com- 
mittee of five members be appointed 
by the eenate as an investigatingg 
committee to make such further in- 
gpection that will remgdy the de- 
plorable conditions now found to ex- 
ist in the state’s prison farm.”

|Farm Demonstration Agents 


To Be Assailed in H ouse 


A fight on the farm demonstration 
agents of the state will be inaugu- 
rated when the house appropriation 
committee considers at an early | 
date the Smith-Lever fund, through | 
which these officials are maintain- 
ed. and a determined effort will be 
made to transfer the money usual! 
appropriated to meet these expen 
40 the Smith-Hughes federa! fund 
to establish vocational training 
schools in different sections of 
Georgia, according to an announce- 
ment made Wednesday evening by 
Representative C, H. Kittrell, of 
Laurens. 

Taking the position that voca- 


tional education is more important 
than the work of the demonstration 
agents, advocates of the change will] 
base their fight on the advantage 
of being in a posiuon of giving the 
children of. the rural districts ex- 
pert training for their different vo- 
cations, said the legislator. 

Shouid the state's financial con- 
dition be such that it would be im- 
pessible to meet the federal appro- 
priation, which amounts to approx- 
imately $130,000, it is understood 
that an -2ffort will be made to set 
agide a much smaller sum this 
year, and use the money for the 
training of children in schools ap- 
proved by the superintendent of 
education. Since the general tax 
act has b2en passed by the house, 
consideration of the appropriations 
bili is expected to start immedi- 
ately. 

“There are many legislators who 
believe that the money usually ap- 
propriated by the states to mr2et the 
Smith-Lever fund may be. used to a 
better advantage in establishing 
these vocational schools throughout 
the state,” said Mr. Kittrell. 

“The work of the demonstration 
agents, under this new system, 
would be continued at less expense, 
because the state would be equip- 
ping its own citizens for the work. 
Instead of one demonstrator in each 
district, we would hav2 a number 
of experts—not officials—but men 
who had made a careful study of 
their work in the vocational 
schools.” 

At a session of the educational 
committee, an amendment to the 
schools’ laws, providing that a ma- 
jority vote will be necessary in each 
district casting ballots in order to 
become qualified for the consoli- 
dated school system, was favorably 


recommended. As the law now 
now stands a majority vote in all 
the schoel districts is all that is 
necessary to qualify for the consol- 
idated state aid fund. 

This committee also favored an 
enabling act to the Elder-Carswell 
local schoo! bill providing that the 
election machinery used in all bond 
elections affecting other practically 
similar laws apply to this law.

A ‘BASELESS SCARE. 

| That the federat public health 
‘service would intentionally misrep- 
‘resent conditions in the south, cr 
‘in any other section of the coun- 
‘try, is, of course, not to be be- 
lieved; but, nevertheless, in start- 
‘ing all this hullabaloo about “semi- 
famine” and “pellagra epidemic” 
conditions in the south somebody 
thas done this section a grave in- 
justice. | 

Everybody knows that cotton is 
cheap, and that, naturally, the im- 
mediate prosperity of the south in 
general and southern cotton plant- 
‘ers in particular is not what it 
otherwise would be. - 

But to say that simply because 
cotton is cheap many southern 
people are pordering on starvation 
and menaced by a plague is pre- 
posterous. 

The unfounded pellagra “scare” 
originated in a report made public 
by the United States public health 
gervice. As soon as the matter 
was brought to the attention of 
President Harding he directed that 
immediate steps toward ameliorat- 
{ng the alleged condition be taken 

y the health department and the 

ed Cross, thus giving still wider 
publicity to the original report. 
The president’s eagerness to 
serve and alertness to get quick 
action caused him to accept the 
report without question, and the 
whole proceeding has put the south 
in a false light and done damage 
that was wholly unnecessary and 
ancalled-for. | 
_ As for Georgia, there never was 
Py time when the people of this 
gtate were more abundantly sup- 
plied with food products, or with 
foodstuffs in greater variety. 
‘The very condition that has had 
a tendency to make our farmers 
‘hard up” for cash money has 
stimulated crop diversification and 
the growing of food and feed stuffs 
instead of cotton. 

And the health records show 
that pellagra is not prevalent. 
There are cases here, of course. but 
they are comparatively few. 

' This is true of the cotton belt 
4s a whole, judging from official 
feports from the other southern 
states.

unique actions ever taken by any 
general assembly of any state is 
the proposed $2,500 tax voted by 
the house on grand opera in At- 
lanta. 

The house yesterday came within 
five votes of reconsidering the 
action, which is gratifying evi- 
dence that it is weakening in the 
effort to impose this utterly inde- 
fensible tax which, as stated by 
the author of the measure, is based 


upon the assumption that the sal- 
ary of Mr. Caruso and other high 
paid Metropolitan opera stars, and 
the profits of the millionaire Met- 
ropolitan management should be 
taxed as the result of their co- 
operation with the Atlanta Music 
Festival association in bringing 
Metropolitan grand opera to At- 
lanta. 

In the first place, it should be 
remembered that the men behind 
the Metropolitan Grand Opera 
Company of New York, go down in 
their pockets each year to the ex- 
tent of many thousands of dollars 
to maintain grand opera, which is 
by no means a money-making, but 
strictly a cultural, enterprise. 

By arrangement with the Metro- 
politan, Atlanta has had ten sea- 
sons of grand opera. Not a dollar 
has been made by anybody, but, 
on the other hand, the directors 
have met deficits out of their own 
pockets. 

If the tax is imposed not a cent 
of it would be paid by the New 
York organization, or by any of 
the stars featured in the program. 
They contract to come to At- 
lanta every year for a definite, 
fixed sum, and any tax would have 
to be paid by the local organiza- 
tion; and to force such an extra 
burden on it would be an imposi- 
tion which would simply end 
grand opera in the south, or force 
it from Atlanta to some other 
more reasonable state. 

The responsibility for this we 
do not believe the Georgia legis- 
lature will assume, 

At any rate, let us hope that the 
senate will eliminate this absurd 
feature from the house tax bill, for 
surely the house will, upon reflec- 
tion, not insist upon its action. 


THE WORM TURNS. 
Far be it from The Constitution 
to place woman in the category 
of the worm, but the attitude of 
twenty-four Washington ladies 
toward ultra-regulatory legislation, 
as expressed by Mrs. J. E. Cas- 
sidy, wife of an army colonel, in a 
committee hearing on the anti- 
cigarette bill sponsored by Repre- 
sentative Johnson, of Mississippi, 
the other day, pointedly illus- 
trates the ancient truism that “‘the 
worm will turn.” 
The purpose of the Johnson bill 
is to prohibit cigarette smoking by 
women in the national capital; and 
its author told the committee to 
which it had been referred that he 
hopes to make its application in 
principle nation-wide. 
After he had spoken two hours 
in support of his measure, a refer- 
endum was taken and all but one 
of the twenty-five women present 
voted against it. 
The sentiments of the twenty- 
four Washington ladies were ex- 
pressed by Mrs. Cassidy, who sald: 
“It’s time to stop this talk of 
legislation that will tell the women 
what they can and what they can- 
not do. It’s their bathing suits, the 
style of their stockings, the length 
of their skirts, how they do their 
hair and what not. That is the 
spirit women resent more than any- 
thing else, and I wish to say I 
never smoked a cigarette in my 
life.” 
Lawmakers in congress and in 
the various states are going alto- 
gether too far in attempting, by 
legislation, to tell women what 
they shall and shall not do, what 
they shall and shall not wear, etc., 
and to dictate to them in matters 
of their own personal rights and 
concern. 
A little of that sort of thing goes 
a long way, and it ig inevitable 
that sooner or later the women of 
the country will assert their power

Editor Constitution: I thank you 
for J. A. Hollomon’s article in The

I am one of those who have been 
“hoping against hope that some day 
the challenge would b2 met.” I 
just completed thirty-one 


Mr. Hollomon may have been 
“ashamed to tell the plain, unvar- 
nishsd truth,” but the fact that he 
has told it ig the most heartening 
thing I have seen in many years. 
We have shrunk from te ling it, 
and have not had the opportunity 
of telling it so prominently as he 
ha. done. I may add that I do not 
know one of us who could have 
told it so tersely and impressively. 
Mr. Hollomon has not over-stated 
the facts. He might even have 


made them stronger. He doeg not 


speak of the large number of mem- 


bers of th2 faculty who either 
would not or could not “remain only 
through their loyalty and devotion.” 
He speaks of the menace of the lack 
of dormitory room. He might have 
spoken as warmly of the menace to 
good teaching from  inadequatz 
class rooms, inadequate equipment, 
lack of teaching force. You prob- 
ably do not know of the lack of 
clerical force, which fore2s highly 
Balaried men to do work which 
could be as well done by cheap 
clerks. I can bear testimony to the 
fact that every statement made is 
well within the facts. 

There is another phase which we 
ars afraid even to dream of. We 
want to do more advanced work, 
with better facilities in library and 
laboratory, with more leisure for 
the teachers to become productive 
scholars, with more intimate con- 
tact with other institutions. 

The marv2l is that with all our 
handicaps, we occupy a position of 
such honor among our sister insti- 


tutions; the prophet has far more 
honor abroad than he has at home. 
As chairman of the entrance com- 
mittee for years, I have watched 
the tide of numbers’ swelling. 
Frankly, it seems that soon we shall 
be overwhelmed, And I look for- 
ward with shame and humiliation to 
the time when we shall have to tell 
Georgia boys and girls that they 
must lraave their native state if 
they wish to have the training 
which they deserve. 

Our fathers saw the danger of this

I make this statement not as one 
antagonistic to the general principle 
ofa graduated and modified income 
tax.

But the bill that is now proposed 
for the Georgia lerislators to swal- 
low is least of all an income tax 
measure, even assuming that any 
amendment providing for a levy 
upon gross individual and corpor- 
ate incomes, WITHOUT LIMITA]= 
TION, could possibly be made ac-

On the contrary the bill provides 
for five specific blanket tax levies; 
and, as written, must stand or fall

Corporation gross earning tax. 

PRODUCTION TAX ON INDUS-

Inheritance tax. 

Privilege and occupation tax. 

All without constitutional limita- 
tion! 

Why, gentlemen— 

To call this an “income tax bill” 
is a monstrous misnomer. 

And to write in this proposed con- 
stitutional law, in its very first par- 
agraph, that all taxation under the 
amendment, must be uniform, is 


preposterous.

Now let’s analyze the provisions 
of this bill and se2 what its passage 
and ratification will really mean. 

I first quote the exact text of 
the bill’s title, which is repeated in 
its enabling clause— 

“To be entitled an act to pro- 
pose an amendny2nt to the con- 
stitution of Georgia by striking 
Paragraph 1, section 2, article 
7, and substituting a new pata- 
graph therefor, sa as to broad- 
en the taxing powers of said 
state by permitting a tax upon 
the earnings of corporations, 
the output of industrial and 
manufacturing corporations, 
and upon personal incomes, *in- 
heritances, privileges and occu- 
pations, for state purposes, in 
lieu of thé present uniform ad 
valorem system, and for other 
purposes.” 

Thero you have it! 
And that is all. 
The bill itself further than this 
merely stipulates the machinery by 
which this system of blanket levy 
provisions may be employed. from 
year to year by the legislature, in 
providing such revenues as in its 
deliberations it may deem necessa- 
ry to cover its checks upon the 
treasury. 
What does that mean? 
Take the five groups incorporat- 
ed, as outlined— 
First, that the levy upon the gross 
earnings of corporations may be 
played with every year, without 
rhyme or reason, or without regard 
to the net earnings of the same cor- 
porations, the rate being left as 
vascillating as a swinging pendu- 
lum and subject to change at every 
annual session. 
Th2re’s no restriction! 
Under economic conditions such 
as the country is passing through 
today there are thousands of cor- 
porations—even in Georgia—that 
are not making one dollar of net 
profit. 
They are operating in order to 
keep their franchises alive, to pre- 
serve the integrity of their “good 
will,” and to keep undisturbed their 
labor conditions. 
If merchandising, their commédi- 
ties are being disposed of, perhaps, 
at deflated replacement values, 
while they were acquired at in- 
flated values, If manufacturing, 
their “raws” were perhaps bought 
at old prices and their “finished” 
macessarily. sold at new prices, 
which represent a loss. 
And yet this system would leave 
them to the uncertainty of a revised 
levy. on gross earnings each year, 
while their met earnings might bo 
minus. 
Would that be fair? 
Would it not, under conditions 
stated, tend to close down opera- 
tions; shut up offices and stores 
and factories? 
At least would it not keep new 
corporations from coming in, or 
from being organized—with the 
menace of an uncertain levy upon 
their gross earnings, subject to 
with the blue sky 
as the only limit, confronting them 
all the while? 
Of course it would! 
Corporations should pay their pro 
rata burdens of state taxation. 
They pay them now under the 
ad valorem, occupation, privilege, 
and every other angle of the reve- 
nue raising system— 
They will have to continue to do 
so under the proposed new system, 
without one single elimination as 
outlined, and in addition be subject 
to an unlimited draft on their gross 
earnings— 
It is not equitable! 
An income tax on met earnings is 
fair and just, and if so fixed that 
its stability may be figured upon, 
will not disturb commerce, nor Iss- 
sen.the strides of progress.

Is ther2 a business man in Georgia 
who will not say that this would 
today not only close down a great 
many of the largest manufacturing 
plants in Georgia, but would tend 
to keep, under all conditions and at 
all times, outside capital out of in- 
dustrial investment in Georgia? 

Of cours? it would! 

There are scores of cotton mills, 
to illustrate, operating today at an 
actual loss in order to keep their 
labor conditions undisturbed. 

These mills have their mill vil- 
lags, and their operatives live there 
with their families, with no other 
source Of ineome but the turning 
of the spindles. 

The operators know the condi- 
tions and are turning out an out- 
put each w2ek, at a loss, or without 
profit, in order to furnish employ- 
ment to keep the bodies and souls 
of their employees together. 

Could they afford to do so 
their production wae taxed? 

They would not do so. 

They will run to feed their em- 
ployees, if they can. But they will 
not run, if, on top of that fact, 
they must be penalized by the state 
for doing so. 

What would the closing down of 
just the cotton mills in Georgia 
mean today? 

Thousands—tens of thousands— 
more added to the army of the un- 
employed, with bread lines in ev- 
ery factory community in lese than 
sixty days. 

It’s the unvarnished 
the members of the 
know it is the truth. 

All manufacturing lines are sub- 
ject to the same analysis. 

How about keeping outside capi- 
tal out of Georgia? 

Ask yourself this question— 

Would you, if you lived in an- 
other state and had capital to in- 
vest in a manufacturing industry 
somewhere in the southeast, select 
Georgia if she had written into her 
constitution the mandate for a tax 
upon the gross production of the 
plant you intended to operate, the 
rate subject to annual change, with 
the sky the limit and a Georgia 
legislature the assessors? 

The answer of any one outside 
investor whose eyes are turned 
southward would be the answer of 
all. 

Stagnation! 

If legislation was deliberately de- 
signed to stifle industry, bank the 
furnaces in Georgia, and throw 
open the doors of industry to the 
bats, no better program could be 
devised. 

Indu*try should meet its just bur- 
den of taxation. God knows it does 
so now, state and federal and coun- 
ty and city, and in every other 
kind of a way; but if it Is going to 
get to the point that the mill out- 
puts must be taxed, left to the an- 
nual wiles of the Iegtislature, then 
industrial progress in Georgia can 
be recorded among the things of

Conservatism

I shall not discuss the other two 
groups.

Editor Constitution: I feel it my 
duty to give some information re- 
garding the great work that is be- 
ing done by the twelve district 
A. and M. schools throughout the 
state of Georgia, specially since 
so much propaganda regarding the 
abolishing of these schools has been 
circulated during the past thirty 
days. I will use as a typical ex- 
ample of the majority of these 
schools the Eleventh District A. 
and M. locat3d at Douglas. 

This school has averaged fifteen 
graduates per year since it was or- 
ganized. In 1920, thirty-four stu- 
dents received diplomas. The past 
year, 1921, withou® spending one 
penny for advertising not “ven pub- 
lishing a catalog or visiting a sin- 

le home, we enrolled 169 students, 

6 girls and 103 boys, our full ca- 
pacity. Of this number 39 received 
diplomas and three special certifi- 
cates were given, Had these stu- 
dents remained at home only eight 
would have had access to a group 
1 high school, had thr2y gone to the 
high schools in.the large towns 
board would have cost about $30 
per month, and some tuition would 
have keen charged, but here tui- 
tion is free and board only $14 
per month, besides being cared for 
by dormitory superintendents and 
other members of the faculty. 

We have a good sized farm in 
connection with the school and the 
boys do a large part of the farm 
work for which they are paid from 
fen to fifteen cents per hour . By 
this means a few boys by working 
extra time make their expens2s, 
this enables the poor boy to con- 
tinue in school and oma 
high school education. 

This school has the best average 
crop.in the county, consisting of 
forty acr2s in corn and _e velvet 
beans, four and one-half acres in 
potatoes, three acres in ribbon cane, 
thirty acres in field peas for hay, 
thirty-five acres in velvet beans for 
improving -the land, one and ome- 
half acres in garden, five acres 
in tobacco, and fifty acres in g 
pasture grasses. We sold 452 bush- 
els of oats this year, had enough 
potatoes cured in our curing house 
to supply our dormitory, did not 
buy a pound of pork, all raised on 
the school farm, and our dairy fur- 
nished all our milk and butter. 


of tobacco at 27 cents per pound. 
People who have been keeping up 
with the tobacco market this sea- 


son will have to admit that this 


was an unusually gooG price for a 
lot containing so many pounds. We 
sold $1,374.90 worth of tobacco last 
year from five acras. $275 per acre 
is not such bad farming as the 
Augusta Chronicle article would 
indicate. I might add -in connec- 
tion with the above that the theo- 
retical side is not neglected for we 
have two train2d men who devote 
practically their entire time to the 
teaching of agriculture. The prin- 
cipal also devotes a large part of 
his time superintending the grow- 
ing of general field crops. 

W's are oo-operating with the 
Smith-Hughes vocational system. 
These people are very rigid in their 
demands that the agricultural de- 
partment be Strictly agriculture. 
A detailed monthly report must. be 
mads to their office showing what 
has been done. Up to date we have 
not been criticized. 

The A. and M. schools not only 
train the boy along agriculturel 
lines but give splendid training in 
general farm mecharics as well as 
some cabinet work. All repair work 
about the place is done entirely by 
the boys, This summer four school 
boys under the direction of a mem- 
ber of the faculty are at work on 
the buildings putting them in first- 
class repair. This includ2s kalso- 
mining all rooms in the girls’ dor- 
mitory, restaining all woodwork,’ 
putting in an entirely new system 
of plumbing in the kitchen and 
dining departments, rebulldin 
porches to academic building an 
boys’ dormitory, and many other 
minor improvements. 

The hom economic department 
for the girls offers courses that 
cannot possibly be duplicated by the 
ordinary high school. The instruc- 


tion embraces the lecture system, 
textbookk study, laboratory prac- 
tice, demonstration lessons, cl2ss 
discussion, presentation of topics on 
assigned subjects by individual 
members of the class and expedi- 
tions for observation and criticism. 
Upon completing the course of this 
department, a young woman is pr2- 
pared to conduct her home success- 
fully, and with that ease which 
comes only from knowledge and ex- 


perience.

She did not set out anything about 
the excellence of her table or the 
salubrity of the climate, but her 
ad carried a Masonic emb!em, that 
told its story doubtless to the in- 
itiated.

THE DISCOMFORTS OF A VACA-

GENERAL ELD. HOVLE 
DES IN WASHINGTON 


Was One of First Georgians 
to Enter West Point After 
Civil War. 


A telegram received in Atlanta 
yesterday by Mrs. James Morrow 
announced the death of her brother, 
Brigadier General Eli D. Hoyle, of 


the United States army, at Wash- 
ington. 

General Hoyle was 69 years of 
age and had been in bad health for 
the past three years. Since hig re- 
tirement from the army his home 
had been in Washington city, and 
much of the past two years has 
been spent by him under treatment 
at the Walter Reed United States 
hospital there. 

General Hoyle graduated from 
West Point with the class of °78; 
he and his brother, the late George 
S. Hoyle, who graduated from West 
Point two years previous, being the 
first two Georgia boys to g0 
through the West Point Military 
academy after the civil war. 

They received their appointments 
while living at Canton, Ga., where 
their father, George 8. Hoyle, was 
a prominent citizen. 

Both of the Hoyle boys rendered 
distinguished service in the army, 
George Hoyle dying about ten years 
ago. 

In addition to Mrs. Morrow, the 
only surviving sister, there are two 
brothers, Frank J. Hoyle. of New 
York, and William E. Hoyle, of 
Montgomery, Ala., for many years 
a prominent business man of At- 
lanta. 

General Hoyle after retiring from 
the army four years ago was call- 
ed back into active service at the 
outbreak of the world war. and 
placed in command of the most im- 
portant of all American army de- 
partments—that of the east. with 
headquarters at Governor’s Island, 
N. - He was in command there 
for the first two years of the war 
and rendered valiant eervice. His 
health broke down under the pres- 
sure and he went again into re- 
tirement. 

He leaves four daughters, all of 
whom married West Pointers, and 
one son, DeDussy Hoyle. also a 
West Pointer, and now military in- 
structor at Harvard. Two of his 
daughters have been with their hus- 
bande, Colonel Higby and Colonel 
Herr, of the United States army, 
at Coblenz, Germany. In response 
to a telegram received a day or 
two ago announcing their father’s 
serious illness. they are now on 
the ocean en route home. 

General Hoyle married Miss De- 
Rusy, daughter of General DeRus- 
sy, of the United States army. She 
survives him. 

Interment will be in Arlington 
cemetery, across the Potomac from 
Washington.

Wilberd.ng said that the official 
count of the first knockdown in the 
seventh round was 16 seconds and 
the second knockdown was thirteen 
seconds and that if a foul was com- 
mitted it was by Wilson's manager 
jumping 
count was going on. 

Was Wilson’s Fight. 


It was Wilson's fight up to the 
seventh round. He gave Downey 
a severe drubbing and had the 
Cleveland battler badly marked. 
Downey was swinging wildly in the 
hope of landing a lucky punch and 
putting Wilson away. He came out 
of his corner in the seventh and 
let go a right hand swing that 
caught Wilson flush on the jaw and 
tiie Boston boy went down in a 
heap.

DISARMING MEET

Washington. July 27.—America’s 
cal] to the leading world powers for 
an armament HMmiting conference at 
Washington is now Unanimously ap- 
proved. | 

With Japan’s acceptance of the 
enquostion, the last to come in, de- 


tails of the arrangements for the 
conclave are being perfected and the 
formal invitations will be issued by 
President Harding within a short 
time. November 11, Armistice day, 
has been suggested as the president’s 
preference for a date on which to 
open the conference. 

Embodying as it does the most far- 
reaching step in the Harding- 
Hughes foreign policy, carrying the 
possibility of a new association of 
nations, a better international un- 
derstanding and with peace in this 
hemisphere virtually hanging upon 
its success, the conference ap- 
proaches as one of the greatest 
events in world history—ranking 
alongside that of Versailles. 

Limi¢ on Discussion. 

Japan's acceptance, however, still 
contains a plainly expressed desire 
to limit the scope of the conference 
discussion. Thus there appears one 
possible chance of friction before

In addition to the principal allied 
and associated powers *o confer On 
limiting armaments, China will be 
invited to participate in the discus- 
sion of Far Eastern questions and 
has indicated her willingness to ac- 
cept. Other powers having interests 
in the Far East may also be invited 
to take part in that phase of the 
discussions. 

The position of Japan from the 
first has been the one doubtful fac- 
tor. And the nature of her accept- 
ance of the invitation is such as to 
forecast some obstruction in the path 
of smooth going for the conclave. 

“In order to insure the success 
of the conference.” Japan conclud- 
ed her acceptance made public at 
the state department Wednesday, 
‘the Japanese government deem it 
advisable that the agenda thereof 
should be arranged in accordance 
with the main objects of the con- 
ference as stated above, and that 
introduction therein of problems 
such as are of sole concern to cer- 
tain particular powers or such mat- 
ters as may be regarded aecom- 
plished facts should be scrupulous- 
ly avoided.” 


Says Government 
Should Recognize 


Vets Of South 


“The United States 
should remove from the southern‘ 
states the burden of paying Con- 
federate pensions, and officially rec- 
ognize the valor and patriotism of 
the Confederate soldier as well as 
that of the Union soldier,” declared 
Judge George Hillyer, of Atlanta, 
in an address at the annual reunion 
of the thirty-eighth Confederate 
regiment of Gordon's brigade Wed- 
nesday morning at Stone Mountain. 
The reunion, which brought  to- 
gether nearly 100 veterans, was 
opened by Miss Margaret Rankin, 
of Stone Mountain, who welcomed 
the veterans to the town. F. L. 
Hudgens, a captain in the regiment, 
responded to her welcome, and was 
followed by Judge Hillyer. 

Charles D. McKinney, of Green, 
Tilson and McKinney, an Atlanta 
law firm, who delivered the closing 
address, pointed out the greatness 
of Jefferson Davis, and the Confed- 
erate of the ranks, and said that 
the suprémely great action of the 
defeated army was that it did not 
whine nor beg, but with plow and 
horse constructed a south *even 
more glorious than the old. He also 
touched on the race problem con- 
fronting the south today, and ad- 
vised patience, justice and fair deal- 
ing as the requisites necessary to 
its proper handling. 

Following the speeches, the vet- 
erans were treated to a sumptuous 
barbecue and dinner by the people 
vf Stone Mountain. 

Judge Hillyer said: 

“The south suf.ered an  $38,000,- 
000,000 loss as a result of the Civil 
war and continue to pay out money 
because of defeat. Besides the loss 
in slaves and destruction of prop- 
erty, the south was forced to pay 
a cotton tax, following the war, 
which was later declared unconsti- 
tutional and void »by the supreme 
court. With interest that tax 
amounts to $200,000,000 and has not 
yet been refunded the south by the 
federal government. 

“During the last 30 years, the 
south has paid approximately $2,- 
000,000,000 into the pension, fund for 
northern soldiers. We pay $15,000,- 
000 yearly in pensions to our Con-' 
federate veterans, and, *he federal 
government pays nothing. There- 
fore, it seems right and just that 
the United States relieve the south- 
ern sta*es of the burden of paying 
confederate pensions. 

“If this were done, Georgia and 
the south would be relieved of their 
present financial difficulties. Geor- 
gia would receive $2,000,000 yearly 
by this policy. 

“A little less than 300,000 south- 
erners gave their parole at “he 
close of the civil war, and not one 
of them up to the present has brok- 
en it. It ix something unparalled in 
history. We have treated the Unit- 
ed States geovernment fair and it is 
now up to it to treat confederate 
veterans fair. I believe President 
Harding will respond to our plea 
for fairness.”

Experts Testify as to 
Natural Advantages and 
Excellent Quality of the 


| Stone. 


The state highway commission 
Wednesday night scored before the 
house and senate investigating 
committees when it produced a 
mass of evidence to prove that 
there was no waste in the state’s 
expenditure of $90,000 for the quar- 
ry purchased at Elberton by the 
highway department to. provide 
stone for concrete and road-build- 
ing. 

‘W. R. Neel, state highway en- 


gineer, outlined the location and 
advantages of the state quarry and 
the excellence of the stone produc- 
ed, and introduced detailed evidence 
from experts of Georgia, Vermont 
and Massachusetts classing the 
stone as the best in the south for 
concrete and road construction and 
for monument purposes, 

Representative Swift, of Elbert, 
testified as to the value of his own 
quarry as to monument purposes, 
but stated that he knew nothing 
concerning the value of stone for 
road work. Upon cross-examination 
by 8S. D. Dell, attorney for the 
highway commission. it developed 
that he had not visited the state 
quarry for twenty years and was 
unable to say anything to the det- 
riment of the state quarry. 


Valuation Coincides, 


The valuation per acre of his own 
quarry, as placed by Mr. Swift, co- 
incided with the valuation per acre 
of the state quarry as purchased. 
It was also shown that Mr. Swift's 
Guarry is located seven-eights of a 
mile from a short-line railroad, the 
Elberton and Eastern, without side- 
tracking facilities, 

S. Halman, of Clarke county, 
was called to testify as to construc- 
tion of a road in his county by the 
county with federal aid. Attorney 
Dell developed that the commis- 
sioners and the government put up 
the money for the road and that 
the state department only furnish- 
ed engineers to supervise specifi- 
cations. 

C. J. Haden testified as to value 
of some bonds issued eleven years 
ago on quarry lands in Elbert 
county, of which the state now 
Owns a portion, at which time he 
was acting for certain owners of 
bonds. It developed that he had 
never visited the property and knew 
nothing of the value of road con- 
struction stone, 

H. L. Wiggs, president of the Et- 
bert Blue Granite’ company, from 
which the state purchased its quar- 
ry, made a clear explanation of 
funds which his company and its 
Predecessors had invested in the 
property, together with $31,000 in 
developments and modern.equipment 
which came to the state and which 
cost $10,700. He said that he and 
his associates had put into the quar- 
ry in purchasing bonds the eum of 
$85,000 in addition to the above 
mentioned improvements. ; 


Smith Testifies. 


Manager Smith, of the A. T. Smal] 
Quarries company, of Macon, told 
of what constituted an ideal quarry 
and agreed with Mr. Neel’s state- 
ment that the state quarry has un- 
surpassed advantages with reference 
to elevation, natural drainage and 
labor-saving facilities. 

B. M. Hall, prominent Atlanta civil 
engineer, told the investigators that 
he had visited the state property and 
praised the natural advantages and 
the quality of the stone. 

“The quarry is worth every cent 
of the $90,000 paid for it.” he de- 
clared, “and after 2,000,000 tons of 
etone have been removed from it, it 
pee be worth more than at pres- 
ent.
